Surely someone, or 


some town agency, has control of 


the municipal parking lot. 


We would suggest that whatever board is responsible 


take some action to have it plowed after a snowstorm 


rather than leaving it to clear itself if there happens to be 


a thaw. 


As we understand it, the Board of Public Works usually 


plows the area, but was hampered after the snowfall some 


days ago because cars were left all over the lot by drivers 


who were reluctant to drive them home or by those who 


have no garages. It apparently was impossible to plow the 


area with the cars scattered every which way, so nothing 


was done. And of course the situation became worse as 


shoppers and those who ordinarily leave their cars in the 


lot each day found they had to park at unusual angles 


after driving in through snow and frozen slush.
